1 16  Landscape  by  Jacob  Van  Ruijsdael.  Presented  to  the 

Museum,  by  President  F.  W.  Gunsaulus,  of  the 
Armour  Institute, 

Ruijsdael,  Jacob  van.  Dutch  landscape  painter  ;  gener¬ 
ally  considered  the  greatest.  Born  in  Haarlem,  1628  or 
1629;  died  there  1682.  Probably  pupil  of  his  uncle,  Solo¬ 
mon  van  Ruijsdael,  and,  perhaps,  of  Cornelis  Vroom.  He 


was,  doubtless,  associated  with  the  painters,  Nicholas  Berg- 
hem,  Adriaen  van  de  Velde  and  Hobbema.  Worked  in 
Haarlem,  and  from  1657  to  1681  in  Amsterdam.

Salvador  Rosa,  a  renowned  painter  of  the  Neapolitan 
School,  was  born  near  Naples  in  1615.  He  was  one  of  the 
great  leaders  in  the  movement  to  separate  modern  from 
olden  art.  Some  of  his  most  notable  paintings  are:  Mer¬ 
cury  and  the  Dishonest  Woman,  in  the  London  National 
Gallery;  The  Temptation  of  St.  Anthony,  in  the  Pitti  Gal¬ 
lery,  Florence  ;  Drogenes,  in  the  Grosvenor  Gallery.
